CHINESE SCULPTURE. 

This beautiful book has been designed 
as a companion volume to Mr. Arthur 
Waley’s admirable and already well- 
known work on Chinese painting. It is 
high, but deserved, praise to say of it 
that it is worthy to rank with the former 
volume. Mr. Ashton’s task was harder 
than Mr. Waley’s; for the graphic arts 
always have been more highly regarded 
than the plastic arts by Chinese scholars 
and literary men. Consequently, the 
historian of Chinese painting can have 
recourse to a mass of records and written 
traditions which is not paralleled in the 
case of Chinese sculpture. 

Sculpture in China was almost non- 
existent before the infiltration of Buddh- 
ism im the century before the Christian 
Era; and Mr. Ashton has little to say of 
any work earlier than the Han Dynasty, 
which began in the year 206 B.C.. and 
ended in 220 A.D. Most of the Han work 
was incised or in low relief, and where, 
towards the end of tlie dynasty, the 
sculptor ventured to treat the figure in the 
round, he remained chiefly concerned with 
its silhouette, For three or four centuries 
the art developed slowly. It had no 
better motive power than the popular 
demand for images of Buddha to take the 
place of the symbols and attributes which 
the Buddhist priests put forward. In or 
“about the fifth- century, after the admis- 
sion of the Chinese themselves to the 
ranks of the Buddhist clergy and 
consequent revival of Buddhism, a notice- 
able advance in the quality of the art 
occurs. The fifth century sculptor por- 
trays his divinities as mystic and im- 
personal creatures, of weird, unearthly 
beauty. A century or two later, though 
archaic convention still imposes a power- 
ful restriction on the sculptor’s ideals, a 
nhumanising influence is perceptible in his 
productions. In T'ang times there is 
little religion left in the art: rhythm, 
grace and personal loveliness are now the 
sculptor’s main concern. The art cul- 
minated during the Sung Dynasties, which 
began in 960 and ended in 1280. It was 
an age of profound learning and luxury, 
and the statues of the time have a tactile 
value which makes them comparable in 
merit with the best Gothic work. Then 
came the incursion of che Mongols, and 
in the Yuan and Ming Dvuasties the art 
of sculpture decayed. This decay was 
slow and was checked by spasmodic 
achievements of the highest kind. For 
example, the series of colossal statues set 
up to guard the Imperial tombs near 
Peking, by Yung Lo in 1421, rival the very 
best work of the T’ang Dynasty. : 

‘. Perhaps, the nfost interesting chapter of 
Mr. Ashton’s book is that which deals with 
the animal sculpture from the fifth to the 
tenth centuries. In no branch of the art 
did the Chinese show more individuality 
and genius than in their treatment of 
animal forms. It is instructive to com- 
pare the animal sculpture of fifth century 
China with the work of the animal 
sculptors of the Roman Empire in the 
famous collection formed by Pius VII. and 
Franzoni, and now to be seen in the 
Vatican galleries. The Chinese artist 
seldom suffers by the comparison. 

Mr. Ashton’s book is admirably printed 
and bound, and is provided with an index, 
a bibliography and sixty-three beautifully 
produced plates. Too large a proportion 
of these plates, however, illustrates small 
bronze and stone figures, not more than a 
few inches high. In most cases the actual 
measurements of the original figures are 
given, though in several instances where 
these measurements are most desirable— 
such as “The Winged Horse’’ from the 
tomb of Kaotsung, and the animals from 
the Ming tombs—we are merely informed 
that their dimensions are “ colossal.’’ Mr. 
Ashton also might have included, with 
propriety, a few illustrations of some of 
the greater pieces of Chinese polychrome 
pottery ; for they can fairly be described 
as sculpture. Any author who purported 
to deal with the development of European 
sculpture and omitted all reference to the 
pottery work of the Della Robbia would 
be held to have sinned by omission.

THE HARLEIAN MISCELLANY. 

The Harleian Miscellany of tracts and 
pamphlets selected from the library of 
Kdward Harley, second Earl of Oxford, by 
his secretary, was first published in eight 
volumes during the years 1744-46, and was 
re-issued in ten volumes during 1808-13. 
[It cannot be supposed that the general 
reader has made much use of this bulky 
work, so that Mr. Savage has performed a 
useful service in making a selection of the 
pamphlets and giving them to the public 
in a small compass and handy form. Any- 
one taking up this volume with a view to 
enjoyment ought to have a passable know- 
ledge of the seventeenth century, to which 
most of the selected tracts belong. He 
will read it to revive his memory or to 
gain new side-lights upon topics in which 
he happens to be interested. “ The Gun- 
powder Treason,’ “Puritans in the 
Pillory,”’ “The Old Doctor Cozened,”’ 
“The Campden Mystery,’’ “Sunday Re 
creations ’’—these are some of the headings 
selected at random from Mr. Savage's 
table of contents. 

“The Art of Living in London,” pub- 
lished in 1642, is a pamphlet which affords 
typical matter. “It is a greater piece of 
skill,’’ says the author, “to live in a 
populous place, where multitudes of people 
reside, than in a solitary and private 
place among a few ”; but “the city, he 
explains, is “ like a vast sea, full of gusts, 
fearful dangerous shelves and rocks, ready 
at every storm to sink and cast away the 
weak and inexperienced bark’’; and he 
proceeds to give the country cousin some 
good advice. One must choose one’s 
acquaintance well and take a lodging in 
“some honest house of credit.” One 
must not indulge in too many pots of ale 
or beer; one must eschew plays and 
taverns, dice, cards and the “shovel- 
board-table.” Your money will vanish if 
you lend to “ necessitous persons ”’ or try 
to dress entirely in the fashion, You 
must not hire too many coaches, or go too 
often on the river. The best plan is to 
avoid idleness altogether and to read the 
Bible and other good literature in spare 
moments. “ Books,” the author remarks, 
are “no flatterers, nor expensive in your 
converse with them.” It is quite clear 
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that this gentleman was a Puritan. 

We can find no tracts in Mr, Savage's 
sú vo to — but there 

& reference to one that appeared in 
1588, which tells the fate of ae of the 
Spanish ships that were wrecked on the 
Irish coasts after the Spanish Armada.

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_ NICHOLAS HAWKSMOOR. 

We reviewed recently two excellent 
books on the architecture of Inigo Jones 
and Chambers. In the same series we 
welcome a volume on Nicholas Hawks- 
moor, best known, perhaps, to most people 
as the architect of St. George's, Blooms- 
bury, and St. Mary's, Woolnoth. His en- 
thusiastic editor, Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, 
claims for him much credit that has gone 
to Wren, and deals scornfully with Fer- 
gusson (from whom so many of us learnt 
the rudiments of architectural knowledge) 
for his blunders concerning Hawksmoor’s 
work. 

Hawksmoor (1661-1736) had a massive 
Roman manner, and used it with a great 
master’s sureness of touch. Of his six 
London churches the most ambitious is 
Christ Church, Spitalfields, which is 
majestic and ornate. His St. George's 
suggests “one of the temples of Londi- 
nium preserved and adapted for Christian 
use.” St. Mary's is familiar to every 
visitor to London by reason of its con- 
spicuous site, forming, says Hawksmoor’s 
admirer, “ the finest street-cerner in Lon- 
don.’’ Under it is a “tube” station. It 
is on the Bishop of London's condemned 
list. St. Alfege’s, Greenwich, is one of 
Hawksmoor’s chief successes. His problem 
was to build a church with entrances in 
its street-front which happened to be at 
the east end, while the altar, of course, 
must be at that end, too. In Covent 
Garden Jones had the same problem, and 
built a huge sham door dos 4 dos with the 
altar, and a little door on either side. 
Hawksmoor’s solution was a brilliantly 
original conception. He built solid projec- 
tions beyond the facade, containing vesti- 
bules which are entered laterally by doors 
facing each other; these are approached 
through a portico and under a pediment 
broken by an arch which is above the east 
window. The Queen Anne block at 
Greenwich Hospital exhibits Hawksmoor’s 
magnificent sense of proportion ; and, per- 
haps, his genius is even better expressed 
in work like this, the Cupola and Screen 
at Queen’s College, and in the Mausoleum, 
Castle Howard, than in church architec- 
ture.

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A PURITAN FAMILY IN IRELAND. 

An excellent work has been done by the 
Reverend G. N, Nuttall-Smith in com- 
piling the records of the family of Smith 
of Glasshouse, founded by one Joshua 
Smith, who received a grant of land near 
Shinrone village, in King’s County, in 1660. 
He has traced the ramifications of the 
clan and saved from oblivion many a 
worthy name. At the beginning of the 
nineteenth century we meet another 
Joshua Smith, who married Maria, 
daughter of Sir Parker Steele; the lady 
had been formerly engaged to one of the 
famous brothers Shears. Among the 
su tere left by Maria Smith are letters of 
Felicia Hemans, verses by Thomas Moore, 
and letters from Lady Morgan and 
Maturin. One of the children of Joshua 
and Maria was Sir Francis Smith, 


physician to Lord Mulgrave: he married | 


a Persian lady, Fatima, and had numerous 
descendants. We find him writing from 
Paris in 1840 in favour of Irish political 
aspirations, and urging support of Irish 
manufactures, but not on political lines. 
Another branch of the family—that of 
Ralph of Kilcomin—were distillers, and, 
at great loss, closed their business to 
assist Father Mathew’s temperance move- 
ment. The author is proud of his family’s 
staunchness in all its works, and quotes a 
rough old captain’s comment on the 
Tipperary people: “They are all descended 
from Cromwell's soldiers, and that is 
what makes them so—determined.’”’ 

Mr. Nuttall-Smith’s book is, of course, 
chiefly of interest to members and friends 
of the family whose worthy record he has 
written; yet it is a not inconsiderable 
historical document. Moreover, it seems 
to prove the author's initial contention, 
that Froude was wrong in declaring that 
the salt of Puritanism “ was driven out of 
Treland.’’

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THE COURTS OF JUSTICE ACT. 

The new Courts of Justice Act has 
altered so radically the scheme of the 
Judicatuze in the Irish Free State that no 
practising lawyer, be he barrister or 
solicitor, can dispense with a copy of the 
Act. Mr. Horan has produced a valuable 
vade mecum for the profession. It is 
handy in form, and contains much that is 
suggestive and helpful in the way of 
annotations. It is obvious that nothing 
in the way of “authorities'’ can be 
adduced to help in the elucidation of an 
Act that has not yet come into force ; but 
much assistance can be given by pointing 
out the analogies of the displaced system 
and sl.-wing the reader the meaning and 
effect that probably will be attached to the 
various sections of the new enactment, in 
so far as they are open to doubt. Mr. 
Horan, in the notes which he prints to 
each section, has followed this admirable 
method ; and as a result the practitioner, 
though he cannot be certain, ought to be 
able to form a fairly sound opinion on any 
point under the Act on which his view is 
sought. By way of light relief we notice 
under Section 36 an interesting and 
learned little note by the editor on the 
history of wigs and gowns, 

In addition to the text of the Act and 
the notes, Mr. Horan publishes appendices 
giving the report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, the Articles of the Constitution 
relevant to the new Courts, a Calendar of 
the District Justices’ Courts, the Supreme 
Court of Judicature Order, 1921, and the 
Irish Free State (Consequential Adapta- 
tion of Enactments) Order, :1923—all of 
which are useful to have in handy and 
accessible form. The book is well bound 
and well printed, and has a full index. 
Mr. Horan has done his work excellently, 
and deserves the thanks of the profession 
for it,

RECENT FICTION, 

Mr. H. G. Wells's literary powers are 
assuredly not waning. His new novel, 
whether one enjoys it or not, must be recog- 
nised as a craftsmanlike piece of writing. 
Happy people, belonging to an age still 
thousands of years in the future, are holiday- 
making, and one of them dreams through a 
former life, lived in our own sad days. He 
tells his story to his wondering contempor- 
aries, and Mr. Wells has quite a Swift like 
irony in their comments on the absurd con- 
ventions which he dexterously makes the 
torturers of humanity. The story—the 
twentieth century life of the hero—is told 
with Mr. Wells's usual skill in depicting low 
life; but we are forced once again to lament 
the older novelists, like Dickens, who could 
represent lowness without relying on mere 
squalid intimacies and ugliness. Those who 
can read what is sordid without distaste—and 
in this Russianised age they seem to be 
many—will read the story with excited in- 
terest; but the book's chief merit lies in its 
satire. Of course, Mr. Wells tilts at our 
modern religion, our social ranks, our marriage 
laws and our university education. While we 
feel that he might be comforted if the other 
side of the story were given, and that his 
gene is too superficial, we candidly prefer 
nim when he sets forth his heresies in this 
amusing, satirical manner instead of in cross- 
controversial essays.

The best part of this book is that which 
tells of the effect of the Great War on the 
saintly hero, Sir Euan Fitzroy. He comes 
back with ideas that cause him to lose the 
sympathy of Lisbeth Gay, the bloodthirsty, 
but lovable, heroine, and her unpleasant 
father. They adhere to the old ideals that 
swayed the opinion of the world before long 
months of constant companionship with death 
made men like Fitzroy tolerant aiid broad- 
minded—and, perhaps, a little mad. Lisbeth 
marries John Smith, a man of humble origin, 
with a brilliant war record in the Roval Air 
Force, and accompanies him to Central 
America, where a timely volcanic eruption 
causes his demise.

Mr. W. E. Norris has worked on a plot 
which, perhaps, has not been overlooked in 
the past—the mental struggle between legal 
and ethical right brought about by a will 
which disinherits a son, although the heir- 
at-law finds evidence later that there was 
clear intention of revoking the will. Gavin 
Blane’s self-sacrifice is all the greater because 
before he came into the fortune he had felt 
the pinch of poverty. In the end, of course, 
his cousin, Roddy, the ne’er-do-well, brings 
about his own end, and the property reverts 
to Gavin. There is a somewhat original 
heroine—beautiful, but hard and dis- 
illusionised—who does not marry the hero. 
We are by no means convinced, however, that 
the general characterisation is consistent 
throughout. The book is very readable, how- 
ever, and the atmosphere refreshing; and in 
these respects it is a good deal better than 
many of its contemporaries.

In “The Blood Ship,”” Mr. Norman 
Springer astonished the world with a first 
novel that could be compared with ‘‘ Moby 
Dick ” as a sea story, with the smell of the 
sea in every page. Hence we looked for some- 
thing quite unusual in his second book, which 
is a treasure island story; but we were some- 
what disappointed. It is a story of rapid 
movement, with the same masterly treatment 
of the technique of the sea; but it resembles 
a cinema story in its incidents, and Jacks the 
distinction of Mr. Springer’s first book.

PROSPECTS OF FURTHER 
RELIEF IN RATES. 


sucks 
SPECIAL MEETING OF 
CORPORATION, 


A special meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion—the Lord Mayor presiding—was held in 
the Mansion House yesterday for the purpose 
of considering the estimates for the current 
year amounting to £1,064,364 6s. 10d., with a 
rate of 19s. 1d. in the &. 

On- the motion that the estimates for the 
current financial year be considered, 

Councillor Paul asked what was the position 
with regard to fhe sum of £81,000 due to the 
Corporation by the Free State Government 
and the British Government. That sum re- 
presented ls. 8d. im the £. 

The Lord Mayor said that all the informa- 
tion would be placed before the members of 
the Council. 

Senator Mrs, Wyse Power, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said that they had suc- 
ceeded in getting £30,000 placed to their 
credit that year on estate duty grant and 
other matters. The British Government had 
undertaken to do everything possible to 
facilitate the return of the money’ due to 
them. The £30,000 was due by the present 
Government. 

VIEWS OF CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

At this point, on behalf of the Dublin 
Citizens’ Association, Mr. Howard Hely pre- 
sented a memorial praying for further relief in 
the rates than that foreshadowed by the 
estimates for 1924-25. 

The Association considered it vital that the 
Corporation should take immediate steps to 
reduce the wages of Municipal employés to 
the agreed standard rates paid outside. For 
example, .while the rate for a builder's 
labourer was 58s. 10d., that of the Corpora- 
tion labourer was 64s., and he had the addi- 
tional advantage of no broken time and the 
benefits of sick pay and pension. The ex- 
penditure on salaries—-£125,260 to permanent 
Officials and £38.345 to other officiale—was 
more than the ratepayers could pay, and 
should be reduced. The Stanley Street Work- 
shops should also be closed down in the 
interests of economy. 

In regard to the Paving and Cleansing De- 
partments’ estimated expenditure, £329,403. 
the Association considered that salaries and 
wages were not sufficiently separated from the 
cost of materials. In the Cleansing Depart- 
ment accounts, the item of £10,000 for special 
motor apparatus was adversely criticised. 

Objection was also taken to the fact that 
outside tenders were not invited to tender for 
the renovation of the City Hall and Municipal 
buildings, which work was estimated to cost 
£6,000. The estimated deficit of £2,860 on 
the Iveagh Markets account was also referred 
to. Provision for sick pay in the Public 
Lighting Department was regarded as ex- 
cessive, and it was regretted that the rate de- 
manded for public lighting exceeded that of 
last year by over £4,000. The Housing ac- 
count, it was pointed out, showed a total ex- 
penditure for the current year of £106,700 
against estimated receipts of £49,750, with a 
consequent deficit of £57,000. 

Mrs. Wyse-Power moved the adoption of 
the estimates of the Finance Committee 
amounting to £74,676 4s. 7d. 

Mr. P. T. Daly said that he did not see 
why there should be no provision for Poor 
Law elections as well as Municipal «lectiors, 

GOVERNMENT GRANTS. 

Alderman 8. T. O'Kelly drew attention to 
certain Government grants. He thought the 
Corporation should claim a bigger sum than 
had been claimed in relief of the rates for the 
coming year. There was a sum of £80, 
due to them, and the citizens should be told 
that if they were not getting a bigger reduc- 
tion in the rates it was the fault of those who 
had taken over the finances of the agg: é 
At the inspiration of Merrion street, the 
Dublin Press had attacked that Corporation. 
If they secured this grant the rates could be 
further reduced by tenpence or a shilling in 
the £. 

The Lord Mayor said that they had a 
reasonable hope of getting £30,000, but there 
was still £50,000 due. 

Alderman Q’Kelly moved as an amendment 
that the total sum of £82,000 be provided for. 
If they did not get it they would know on 
whose shoulders to put the blame. 

Councillor Raul seconded. 

Mr. Mangan, accountant, said that it would 
be dangerous to make provision for anything 
in excess of £30,000. 

Alderman Daly said that there did not seem 
to be any sense of civic duty about the 
citizens of Dublin. Simply because the farmers 
of the country were not paying their 
annuities, the citizens of Dublin were suffer- 
ing, but he had seen no reduction in the way 
of grants in rural areas. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark suggested that 
the Government could not pay the money, as 
they had not got it. He was opposed to a 
reduction which was simply fictitious. 

After further discussion, the amendment 
was defeated by 23 votes to 7. 

RELIEF OF RATES. 

On the electricity account, Councillor M. J. 
Moran. suggested that the sum of £10,000 
proposed for the relief of rates should be in- 
creased. 

Alderman_O’Kelly pro 
should be increased to £15, 

Alderman Hubbard Clark seconded. 

Councillor McIntyre, in reply to a question, 
said that the sum could be increased to any 
amount by increasing the price of electricity. 
That, however, was inadvisable, as it would 
increase unemployment. The Electricity De- 
partment had expanded, and money should 
not be taken from it to reduce the rates and 
increase unemployment. 

Alderman O'Kelly, with the leave of the 
House, then withdrew his amendment. 

With regard to the School Attendance Act, 
Alderman Shields said that he would like to 
see the charge under this Act made a national 
one. They should be put into a position to 
secure a high standard of schoo! attendance in 
the city. 

In regard to claims on behalf of Mr. P. J. 
Monks, former manager of the Municipal 
Workshops, and Mr. J. J. Flood, late 
Assistant Town Clerk, for “py of pensions 
stated to be due to them by the Corporation, 
the Finance Committee decided not to make 
provision in the estimate for these pensions. 

Mr. I. J. Rice, Law Agent, said that the 
Corporation would be compelled by law to pay 
the pensions, The moment the Local Govern- 
ment Board sanctioned these pensions the 
men were entitled to them by law. The 
Ministry for Local Government had declared 
that it would be necessary to provide for the 

ensions payable to Sir Henry Campbell, 
ormer Town Clerk; Mr. John J. Flood, Mr. 
8. J. Hand, and Mr. P.J. Monks. Sir Henry 
Campbell and Mr, Hand, however, were now 
deceased. 

After discussion, a motion by Mr. McCarthy 
to provide in the estimates for the pensions 
was defeated by 18 votes to 12 in the case 
of Mr. Monks, and 20 votes to 9 in the case 
of Mr, Food. 

The Finance 
adopted.

EASTER LAW 
TERM, 


SITTINGS OPENED. 


ABSENCE OF 


CEREMONY. 


AN 


The opening of the Easter Law Sittings 
in Dublin Castle yesterday was remarkable 
only for its entire absence of ceremony. A 
meeting of Judges and of Benchers was held 
in the morning, and it was after one o clock 
when the four judges in attendance took their 
seats on the bench. There was no recep- 
tion, such as has been customary in years 
past, and no procession of the judges, which 
used to be a feature of the opening of the 
Law Terms. The Lord Chief Justice, Mr. 
Justice Dodd, and Mr. Justice Samuels, wear- 
ing their robes, entered the King’s Bench 
Division, and the Master of the Rolls sat in 
the Rolis Court, There were only a few ez 
gers motions to come before the King’s 
Jench and no case of public interest was 
listed for hearing in the Rolls Court. 

The lists for the present session signify that 
the term is likely to be a busy one. Several 
cases stand over from the last sittings, and 
many new cases of an interesting nature will 
come on for hearing. 

Three cases stand for judgment in the Court 
of Appeal. The first on the list, that of Fox 
v. Fagan, arises out of a motor car and 
bicycle accident, the plaintiff being a Dublin 
law clerk. The second is that of Loftus v. 
Holland and another, in which damages are 
claimed on behalf of a boy who was struck 
in the eye by a golf ball. The third is in 
connection with the estate of James McDonnell. 
It is a Land Commission case, and relates to 
a gus of bonus. 

n the list of appeals for hearing stands 
first that of the Trading with the Enemy 
Act and Burkle, otherwise Berkeley. The 
next is that of McAndrew v. Mulroy, which 
is a West of Ireland case, involving a ques- 
tion as to a donatio mortis causa. Following 
this is the matter of the Companies Consolida- 
tion Act, 1908, and J. H. Hunter and Co. 
This is an important case, in which the 
Master of the Rolls decided that the name of 
Sir Samuel Kelly, the well-known Belfast 
shipowner, should be retained in the share 
list. of contributories in the firm of Messrs. 
J. H. Hunter and Co., Ltd., seed merchants, 
of Dublin and Dundalk, now in liquidation. 
The consolidated cases; of Foran v. Larkin 
and Larkin v. Foran and the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, in which the 
Master of the Rolls decided against Mr. 
James Larkin, are also in the list. In addi- 
tion, there is a workmen's compensation case 
from Cork, in which the defendants are the 
Macroom Urban District Council: and the 
case of Messrs. Bolands, Ltd., against the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue. Up to 
the present, four new trial motions are 
listed. 

‘Three ‘‘ magistrates’ cases ” are listed in 
the King’s Bench Division (Crown side). ‘The 
plaintiffs and appellants are the Louth County 
Council and the defendants and respondents 
are Messrs. O'Loughlin, Judge, and Mullally, 
and the case deals with fines imposed in 
respect to the use of commercial goods lorries 
as bu cars. In the same Division there 
are two Revenue cases, one for judgment, in 
which the Irish Provident Assurance Co., 
Ltd., are appellants and Kavanagh, Inspector 
of Taxes, respondent; and another, for argu- 
ment, in which the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue are the appellants and the Dublin 
and Kingstown Railway Company respon- 
dents. There are forty-one motions listed. 

There are eight special jury cases, eighteen 
common jury cases, and eighteen non-jury 
cases on the list, making a total of forty-four. 
One of the jury cases is an action brought by 
Mr. Patrick E. Durcan, principal teacher of 
Ballymote Boys’ National School, against 
Thomas Regan, Emmet street, Michael Cole 
man Kevins, Market street, merchants ; James 
McLoughlin, Royal Irish Constabulary pen- 
sioner and farmer; and Timothy Healy, Teel- 
ng street, farmer, al] of Ballymote, claiming 
£5,000 damages for alleged conspiracy, libel 
and slander affecting the plaintift’s position, 
reputation and efficiency. The plaintiff 
alleges that the defendants procured from the 
parents of children attending the school and 
others signatures to a requisition requesting 
the manager of the school to dispense 
with his services, stating that he 
failed to provide proper education for the 
children. e also alleges that the defendants 
made false charges to the signatories and to 
persons in authority over him, and that they 
made charges to the manager of the school or 
to the Bishop of the Diocese of Achonry, or 
both, that he had been guilty of cruelty and 
harsh conduct and was incompetent to per- 
form his duties and was inefficient. The. de- 
fendants traverse the cause of action, denying 
the allegations of the plaintiff, and stating, 
with regard to the ane complained of, that 
they did not bear the meaning placed upon 
them, and that they were split and pub- 
lished, if at all, in a bona fide endeavour to 
promote the interests of the children and 
their education. 

A breach of promise action of Mary 
McAuley v. Patrick Hayes is in the list, and 
several probate cases. 

Both in the Rolls and the Chancery Courts 
the lists are so heavy that it is believed that 
it will not be possible to dispose of all the 
cases SE the present term. 

It is understood that the existing Courts 
will remain unchanged during the present 
term, which will expire on the 28th of next 
month.

The Boundary Crisis. 

The failure of the Boundary Conference 
will cause profound regret and anxiety 
throughout the whole of Ireland. When 
its meeting was adjourned in February we 
expressed the hope that the leaders of both 
Irish Governments would come together at 
home and would examine all opportunities 
of settlement before they went again to 
London. It seems, however, that no 
advance was made in the interval, Yes- 
terday, as we may infer, the Free States 
representatives insisted upon their rights 
under the Treaty and the Northern repre 
sentatives maintained their unyielding 
attitude, with the result that “after a 
prolonged discussion it was not found 
possible to reach agreement.” If both 
parties adhere to their positions, the 


| sequel of this failure cannot be evaded ; 


for the terms of the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
are perfectly clear. The British Govern- 
ment will appoint a member of the 
Boundary Commission which, under 
Article XII., will determine the boundary 
of Northern Ireland, The Free State 
Government's member of this Commission 
was appointed some months ago. The 
Northern Government will refuse to 
appoint a member and will refuse in 
any way to recognise the Commission's 
authority, What will happen then? If 
the British Government decides that, in 
the absence of a Northern representative, 
the Commission cannot operate, it will 
present every enemy of the Free State 
with the appallingly dangerous argument 
that, by British action, the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty has become null and void. If the 
Commission of two members operates, and 


determines, in one way or another, the 
boundary of Northern Ireland, the British 
Government will be bound to enforce its 
findings. The inevitable result will be a 
struggle—perhaps, an armed struggle— 
that will involve three Governments, will 
ruin the slowly reviving prosperity of both 
Irish States, will give free scope to all the 
elements of lawlessness, and will make 
Irish unity impossible for a hundred years. 
We are not dealing here with constitu- 
tional rights and wrongs, but with an 
imminent danger which must be averted 
if Ireland, North and South, is to be 
saved from disaster. Good-will and states- 
manship must avert it now, or both Irish 
Governments will stand condemned in the 
eyes of the world. How will the Free 
State Government profit if, by insisting 
at this time on its full rights, it destroy» 
the very charter of the State s existence 
or plunges it once more into the anarchy 
of civil war? How will posterity judge 
the Government of Northern Ireland if, 
by its refusal to budge an inch, it throws 
away the security and peace which are the 
first conditions of industria] progress? If 
the two Governments cannot come together 
even now, resolved that, whatever may 
happen, the door of compromise shall be 
kept ajar, both will deserve the censure of 
Dean Swift's “one satiric touch.” Surely 
it ought to be obvious to them—as it is 
olvious to thousands of good Irishmen on 
both sides of the border—that there are 
many matters of national concern which 
invite immediate co-operation, and that in 
a broadening process of co-operation the 
secret of unity is to be found. 


America and Europe. 


The speech which President Coolidge 
delivered in New York on Tuesday was 
a masterpiece of political caution, The 
President has learned a lesson by the 
fate of his distinguished predecessor, 
and, while he undoubtedly holds out a 
prospect of American co-operation in the 
Old World's difficulties, he is very careful 


“without reserve. 


disarmament. is his ideal, but he is wise 
enough to recognise that any attempt to 
achieve it at present must be fore-doomed 
to failure. As a condition precedent to 
any possible intervention by the United 
States, therefore, Mr. Coolidge declares 
that “a certain and definite settlement of 
German reparations’’ must be “ firmly 
established.” If, and when, this problem 
has been solved, he will be ready, on behalf 
of the United States, to call a conference 
on world disarmament, Beyond that 
rather vague, if welcome, statement, the 
President does not commit himself; but 
he is quite definite in regard to the report 
of the Dawes Committee, which he praises 
He declares that Europe 
need expect nothing whatever from America 
if she does not accept this document in 
its entirety. “Settle your reparations 
problem,” he says in effect, “and then 
America will see what she can do to help 
you.” 

Opinion in the United States has been 
changing rapidly during the last two 
years. Up to the time of the Washington 
Conference Europe was anathema to most 
Americans. President Wilson’s failure at 
Paris caused such a reaction that no poli- 
tician who even mentioned intervention in 
European affairs could hope to gain the 
votes of the electors. In the meanwhile, 
however, the American people have had 
time to think, They have seen Europe in 
the throes of recurrent crises and 
have felt the pinch of industrial de- 
pression at home. Of recent months, 
consequently, there has been a decided 
tendency to abandon the policy of rigid 
aloofness and to revive a certain interest 
in the troubles of the European Con- 
tinent. The appointment of the Dawes 
Committee was one symptom of this 
change; President Coolidge’s speech is 
another. The United States now is will- 
ing, and even anxious, to help Europe out 
of her difficulties ; but President Coolidge, 
like his immediate predecessor, insists that 
first she must prove that she is prepared 
to help herself. No reasonable man on 
this side of the Atlantic can find 
fault with his attitude. The reparations 
problem has dragged along for such an 
unconscionable length of time without the 
slightest sign of improvement that our 
friends in the United States—and we still 
have many—have been driven almost to 
despair. Now at last there is a chance 
that France and Germany may come to 
terms, and every nation in Europe ought 
to throw its whole influence into the 
balance on the side of the Dawes report. 

Disarmament is the ultimate aim of all 
peace-making. Alexander of Russia tried 
to bring it about through the medium of 
Lis Holy Alliance at the Vienna Congress. 
President Wilson dreamed of it when he 
was drawing up the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. President Harding 
took the first practica] step in its direc- 
tion when he secured the conclusion of the 
Washington Naval Convention. Now 
President Coolidge wishes to complete the 
work, but his task wil] not be easy. Never 
in the history of Europe has the Con- 
tinent been so restless. Poland has an 
army which is far beyond her needs. 
Czecho-Slovakia is armed to the teeth. 
Russia, Franceand Italy all have increased 
their fighting strengths since 1914, and 
Britain is the only nation in Europe which 
has even thought of disarmament. Can 
America inspire the will for peace into 
such an atmosphere? The treatment of 
the reparations problem will help her to 
decide, If France accepts the Dawes re- 
port as Britain has accepted it, there will 
be every hope of an early settlement ; for 
Germany already has pledged herself to 
adhere to its recommendations. If the 
elections next month favour the party 
which is trying to persuade M. Poincare 
to reject the report, disarmament will 
cease to have any practical meaning. 
Every good European must hope sincerely 
that President Coolidge’s plan will suc- 
ceed, but optimism would be foolish. We 
shal] not see complete disarmament in our 
time. America’s enthusiasm may bring 
about a partial beating of swords into 
ploughshares, and, if her President is 
able to achieve even that much, he will 
deserve to rank among the great bene- 
factors of mankind. 


The Folly of Strikes. 


The Shipbuilding Employers’ Federation 
in Great Britain has withdrawn its lock- 
out notices as a result of the return 
to work at Southampton. Fifteen unions 
were affected, and about 100,000 men 
have been idle since April lith because 
the men in the Southampton yards 
declared an unofficial strike against 
the wishes of their own leaders. The 
removal of the Mauretania to Cherbourg 
brought them to their senses, and at a 
mass meeting last Saturday they resolved 
to abandon their futile revolt. A con- 
ference has been arranged for to-day, at 
which representatives of the Federation of 
Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades. and 
of the Amalgamated Engineering Union 
will meet members of the Employers’ 
Federation to discuss the Southampton 
claim. All the strikes that have paralysed 
British trade in recent months have been 
followed by discussion that might have 
averted them if the order of thought and 
action had been reversed. The sooner the 
lesson is learned that prompt agreement 
is better than the acceptance, after a 
strike, of terms that have been refused 
previously the better will be the prospect 
of a recovery for the industrial life of 
Great Britain. Some idea of the cost of 
strikes may be gathered from the state- 
ment of Mr, William Whitelaw, Chairman 
of the London and North-Eastern Railway 
Company, at Edinburgh yesterday. The 
recent strike of engine-men, he said, had 
cost his compamy seven hundred and fifty 
thousand pounds. The worst feature of 
recent industria] disputes has been the 
growing tendency of the men to take the 
law into their own hands and to disregard 
the advice of their leaders. This new de- 
velopment threatens to undermine the 
whole system of collective bargaining.

Public Health. 


The League of Wations is interesting 
itself in the all-important subject of 
health. Public health officers have been 
studying English methods under the 
auspices of the League, which has decided

A low physical standard 
reacts on their minds and intellects, and 
is responsible for much of the trouble 
that has reduced Ireland to its present 
state of disorganisation and poverty. The 
most important matter for our children is 
not that they shall be made fluent Irish 
speakers, but that they shall be given a 
chance to become strong and healthy 
citizens.

THE RAILWAYS BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirx;—Even if the reorganisation of Irish 
railways be sings until the “' border ” 
problem has been settled, the ultimate gues- 
tion ‘will remain: Are Irish railways to 
become one group or two? In other words, 
are we to have absolute monopoly or active 
competition in the provisíbn of Irish railway 
services ? 

A popular fallacy, sedulously propagated -by 
the advocates of the present ‘“‘ Partition and 
Monopoly ” Bill, is to suggest that Great 
Britain is served by four territorial mono- 

lies. Nothing could be more misleading. 

he citizens of such centres as Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool and other large towns 
have taken care to maintain their transit 
facilities over three out of the four British 
groups. Almost every centre of importance is 
served by at least two of the competing 
roups. If we examine the position in Scot- 
and, it will. be seen that the two groups 
which extend north of the Tweed are so 
intertwined that the traffic not alone of Glas- 
gow and Edinburgh, but of towns like 
Aberdeen, Dundee, Perth and Peebles, is 
vigorously competed for by the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish and the London and North- 
Eastern groups. 

Englishmen and Scotsmen were alive to the 
dangers of a monopoly controlled by a double- 
barrelled bureaucracy. One wonders whether 
the citizens of the Free State realise that 
they are now presented with the danger which 
was headed off in Great Britain—whether it 
is realised that the Government's Bill is 
merely nationalisation in its most vicious and 
expensive form. Mr. Thomas Johnson fulty 
realises this. Mr. Cosgrave agrees and 
threatens immediate nationalisation as the 
alternative to the oropesals of his bureau- 
cratic advisers. Why should we not boldly 
face the facts now ’— Yours, etc., .

MILK PROSECUTIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I am instructed by the Wicklow Dis- 
trict Farmers’ Union to offer through the 
Press a strong protest against the most unfair 
treatment of the farmers who are supplying 
milk to Dublin and suburbs by rail. The 
system of sampling milk on the arrival plat- 
form by an official of the Dublin Corporation 
after cans have lain in railway vans for two 
hours or more, and then on the platform even 
for half an hour, is unfair and absurd. 
Any housekeeper before using milk which 
has been lying in a jug or basin for any 
length of time stirs it up or empties it from 
one vessel to another, so as to mix or equalise 
the whole. The same course should be fol- 
lowed in taking samples for analysis. We 
protest that the milk should be sampled at the 
station before loading, in the presence of the 
owner or his representative. We also 
emphatically deny the suggestion of added 
water by the farmers. This is not done by 
any one farmer in the County Wicklow. No 
matter what anaiyists say on the matter, we 
repudiate the statement. 
If the milk is sampled on the arrival plat- 
form in Dublin, it should be properly stirred 
and taken in the presence of a representative 
of the farmers. If a change is not imme- 
diately made by law or through the common- 
sense of officials of the Corporation, the 
farmers will in a body withdraw all supplies 
from the city. 
We ask for immediate action by the Govern- 
ment, and suggest that a committee be ap- 
pointed to meet the farmers and put matters 
on fair basis; and we have no doubt that 
good will come out of it, but it, should be 
done at once.—Yours, etc.

| LONDON LETTER. 
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THE BOUNDARY CONFERENCE. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
THURSDAY Nicur. 

The Boundary Conference resumed its 

discussions after a long interval at the 
Colonial Office to-day, but it came to a 
dead stop late in the afternoon. From 
the first hopes that agreement would result 
were not high, and the break up of the 
Conference caused little surprise. It is 
not altogether difficult, however, to read 
between the lines that Northern Ireland is 
not satisfied that she will secure the 
boundary that she desires. Once a 
Boundary Commission is set up its find- 
ings will have to be accepted. That much 
is perfectly clear; for the final words of 
the much-quoted Article 12 are: “ For the 
purpose of the Government of Ireland Act 
and of this instrument (the Treaty) the 
boundary of Northern Ireland shall he 
such as may be determined by such Com- 
mission.’’ There has been considerable 
talk here as to peoples and districts, 
economic and geographical. conditions, and 
other interesting points; but, while the 
Treaty stands, its purpose will have to be 
carried out. All the speeches and assur- 
ances of Mr. Lloyd George and other 
politicians on this point can make no 
difference now. 
In Irish circles in London it was 
greatly hoped that the Conference would 
be able to arrive at a solution of the diffi- 
culties attending this very vexed question. 
The depth of the feeling among the people 
of both Southern and Northern Ireland 
regarding the boundary is scarcely appre- 
ciated here apart from those people in- 
terested in Ireland. It has been neces- 
sary, no doubt, to observe so much secrecy 
regarding the conferences on the question ; 
but, in the case of English people, ignor- 
ance is bliss where Jreland is concerned, 
and these grave events pass almost un 
heeded, because they are unknown. 


The Badget. 


The Cabinet is to meet on Tuesday 
morning to consider Mr. Snowden’s 
Budget proposals, and it 1s said to-day 
that until that meeting takes place none 
of the Chancellor's colleagues will know 
what those proposals are. This seems 
scarcely credible; for the main lines of 
the Budget have been considered by a 
Cabinet Committee, and the proposals 
could not have been concealed from such a 
body. It is understood, however, that the 
Budget will be in a peculiar sense Mr. 
Snowden’s own; for, with the assistance 
of Mrs. Snowden, he has been working 
upon it for weeks past. Another peculiar 
feature about it is that it will be delivered 
in the absence of the Prime Minister, who 
has an engagement to tour his constituenc\ 
on Tuesday next. It is said to be unpre- 
cedented that a Prime Minister should 
absent himself when his Chancellor 
making his Budget speech. 


The McKenna Duties.

Most of the other casualties occurred in the 
German carriage, which was set on fire, and 
besides those who perished 15 persons were 
badly burned. Many were probably killed 
when the gas tank exploded and burst into 
flame. Dr. Helfferich’ suffered such terrible 
injuries from burns that he was almost un- 
recognisable. There were about 250 passen- 
gers in a serious condition, and further deaths 
are expected.

It is learned here that Colonel Gotowski, 
former Tsarist officer, and now of the Red 
Army, will soon arrive in Berlin at the head 
of a special mission to recruit officers among 
former Tsarist to assist Russia in a big 
eneral east European war that official Soviet 
Russia expects towards July. 

Colonel Gotowski attracted great attention 
during the time of the Tsar w he slapped 
the face of Prince Karageorgewitch, second 
son of the King of Serbia. 

Moscow is preparing a general amnesty for 
officers who left the country, but are willing 
to join the Red Army and fight Poland and 
Rumania. 

General Tuchaczeweski, who is virtually 
Chief of the General Staff in Russia, in his 
latest speech at Headquarters at Smolensk, 
on the Russian borders, told the men that 
“in two and a half months we can smash 
Poland.”’ 

The reason why an amnesty for Russian 
officers is being accelerated is that the Soviet 
leaders are convinced that the Little Entente, 
especially Rumania and Poland, are awaiting 
an opportunity to turn against Ruasia. 

The Russian Emissary in Paris yesterday

COMEDY OF A NAVAL COAT.

An urgent summons for the loan of a naval 
frock-coat was the beginning of a very human 
comedy, in which the principal actor was 
Prince George, the King’s fourth son.

All 
Harwich waited outside the station and lined 
the sanded path to the ferry train, but no 
one in the least heeded the delay. 

Suddenly the sound of hurrying feet caught 
the ears of the diaténguished guests on the 
platform. A breathless official, carrying the 
borrowed coat in a despatch case, leaped 
across the line and dashed with it into the 
Royal saloon.. The coat was brought by 
special motor boat across the harbour, and 
when the Prince, smiling his apologies for the 
delay, stepped out of the train with it on, it 
looked a perfect fit. 

Outside the narrow circle of friends and 
distinguished guests who travelled on the 
train no one guessed the secret of the fifteen- 
minute delay in the official time-table.

£300,000 FOR - SUBSIDIES.

WHAT MAY BE DONE BY 
LOCAL AUTHORITIES.

The Housing (Building Facilities) Act, 1924, 
which has just been passed i the Oireachtas, 
aims at reviving the provision of houses by 

ivate enterprise, enables the subsidisation 

the Government of the erection of new 
houses, and the reconditioning of existing 
buildings. In addition, local authorities in 
whose: areas the works are undertaken are 
empowered to supplement the Government 
grants in cases where they consider additional 
assistance necessary. —. 

Briefly, the Act applies to houses between 
floor area limits of and 1,000 square feet. 

limits allow the fullest scope for 
planning on economic lines the three, four and 
five-roomed houses contemplated. The 
maximum Ciovernment subsidies are £60, £80, 
and £100 respectively for new houses, and 
two-thirds of these amounts for reconstructed 
honses. In rural and other areas where the 
expense of providing sewers and watermains 
is not involved, elightly smaller grants are 
offered. 

The Act is limited in its operation to a 
period of eighteen months, within which build- 
ing works must be completed, except in cases 
where unavoidable delay warrants an exten- 
sion for a further period not exceeding four 
months. In special cases, houses commenced 
within the past six months may rank for 
subsidy. 

Reconstruction in rural areas is limited to 
houses situated within half a mile of the 
boundary of a municipal area or towns having 
a population of not less than 500. 

he sale and Jetting of houses is restricted 
up to the 26th of June, 1926, and both the 
selling price and rent have beén so fixed as 
to secure reasonable results té those engaging 
in the erection and reconstruction of houses. 


FORM OF ASSISTANCE. 


The assistance which may be given by local | 


authorities may take the form of a further 
free grant, a loan, a grant or lease of a 
building site or development works, and the 
total value of such assistance may be equal to 
the Government grant. 

Arrangements are made under the Act, 
whereby the Government subsidy, as well as 
the monetary assistance of the local authority 
is available in two instalments, one of which 
is paid when the roof is laid and the other 
on completion. In cases where loans are ad- 
vanced by local authorities, instalments 
thereof can be obtained as the works progress. 
By these means small builders or private 

rsons receive appreciable financial aid dur- 
ing the erection of the houses. The erection 
of houses under the Act should particularly 
attract small groups of tradesmen, who with 
very little capital can combine, and by 
their efforts produce houses either for their 
own accommodation or for sale. 

Under the Act £300,000 is made available 
from Government funds—£250,000 for new 
houses and £50,000 for reconstructed houses— 
and these sums will enable the payment of 
grants in respect of about 4,000 houses. 

The recendithoaie of large city residences 
is also conhtuntotell by the Act, and special 
provision is made for payment of grants in 
respect of the conversion of such houses into 


flats. 
REMISSION OF RATES. 

An interesting feature of the Act is the 
section which relates to the remission of 
rates ordinarily assessable on buildings. It 
is provided that any local authority having 
power to levy rates may, during each of the 
nineteen years following the valuation of the 
houses for rating purposes, remit a percentage 
of rates varying from 95 per cent. in the first 
year to 5 per cent. in the nineteenth year. 

his form of assistance, which is so novel in 
character, will prove of great value to persons 
building houses for their own occupation, as, 
in effect, it leaves the house free of rates for 
a period of ten years, while to a speculative 
builder it should ensure a rapid disposal of 
his pruperty. 

To hasten preliminary work and to enable 

an early commencement of actual] building 
work, helpful suggestive house designs, in- 
dicating the standard of planning which is re- 
quired in the erection of the houses, have been 
prepared by recognised experts, whose services 
were engaged specially. These desiyns 
should prove a great boon to private persuns 
and contractors, who are given a wide selec- 
tion of varied designs to meet all needs. ‘The 
house designs are published in five books, une 
of which relates to three-roomed houses, three 
books to four-roomed houses, and one book, 
containing nine different plans with details, 
to five-roomed houses. The books of plans 
are on sale. Detailed specifications relating 
to the plans are also on sale. It should be 
clearly understood that persons proposing to 
engage in building are not restricted to the 
use of the plans and specifications published 
by the Government ; any plan which complies 
with the general requirements of the Act 
may used. 
It will be seen that the Free State Govern. 
ment, notwithstanding the abnormal extent 
of its existing financial liabilities, has taken 
steps to make practicable the provision of 
house accommodation ; but it is evident that 
the measure of success which may attend its 
efforts wil] be dependent on the assistance of 
local authorities and the earnest and unselfish 
co-operation of all persons engaged in the 
building industry.

THE TAX-PAYERS’ 
BURDEN. 


LITTLE PROSPECT OF 
RELIEF.

£8,658,973 DEFICIT.

The introduction of the Free State 
Budget is the principal business for which 
the Dail re-assembles to-day after a holi ay 
of nearly a fortnight. 

For weeks past Mr. Blythe's financial 
proposals have formed the subject of—in 
more senses than one—the widest specula- 
tion, but to-day the curiosity of the tax- 
payer will be satisfied by the Minister 
himself. 

It is the general belief that the pre- 
diction of a slight reduction in income tax 
will be falsified, if for no other reason 
than that the Minister has to find a sum, 
roughly, of £8,658,973 over and above the 
amount that can be raised by taxation on 
the existing basis. In the circumstances 
it seems improbable that Mr. Blythe oan 
afford to restrict this source of revenue,

DISCOVERY IN UNITED STATES

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Having used chlorine gas successfully as a 
cure for the colds of numerous Senators and 
Congressmen, the United States Chemical 
Warfare Service has just used the gas success- 
fully in the cure of distemper among horses, 
il is learned officially. 

Recently the epidemic broke out in a viru- 
lent iorm among the horses at Fort Hoyle, 
Maryland, the ns oy post near Edgewood 
Arsenal, headquarters for the laboratory work 
of the Chemical Warfare Service. When 
the gas service experts were called in more 
than forty animals were affected. 

A building, large enough to accommodate 
several horses at a time, was made air tight, 
and concentrations of about one part chlorine 
to 100,000 parts of air were made in the 
sealed chamber, and horses were exposed to 
the treatment for about an hour. , After 
three treatments, extending over as many 
days, the animals had entirely recovered. 

Rapecinante extending over a period of 
more than a year have proved conclusively, 
chemical experts say, that chlorine is almost 
a positive cure of ordinary respiratory 
diseases in human beings, especially common 
colds, bronchitis, whooping cough and in- 
fluenza.

WATCHING GERMANY. 

M. Poincaré declared that these were among 
the very important tasks which awaited the 
new Chamber; but, above all, they would 
have to continue their watch beyond the 
frontier and to safeguard French rights. 
the Chamber would have to ratify without 
delay the Treaty of Lausanne and maintain 
France s friendly relations with all the 
Powers. They would also have to maintain 
the new economic régime which the Treaty 
of Versailles would compel them to negotiate 
shortly with Germany. They must obtain re- 
parations and safeguard France's guarantees 
of security. They should not miss the oppor- 
tunity offered them by the occupation of the 
Ruhr, by the Experts’ report and by the pre- 
liminary decision of the Reperetions Commis- 
sion to attempt to reach a general settlement 
within a year's time; but they should not ex- 
change real pledges against bare proposals by 
Germany, who hitherto had done nothing to 
carry them into effect..

The reply of the Belgian 
Government is expected to follow closely that 
of Mr. Macdonald, and particular interest 
attaches to it. i 

The difference between the Belgian and 
French points of view is sufficient to have de- 
cided M. Theunis to come to Paris, and he 
will arrive with M. Hymans on Monday or 
Tuesday. There is a disposition here to re- 
gard the visit as a first step towards the in- 
evitable Inter-Allied Conference, and it is en- 
couraged by the announcement that the two 
Belgian Mmisters are expected to cross to 
London towards the end of next week. 

Full regard is paid here to the British 
desire that before such questions as the 
reparation’s total and France’s security should 
be raised the experts’ plan should be put in 
the way of execution. Unfortunately, M. 
Poincaré continues to regard it, not asaplan, 
but as a series of suggestions which may be 
amended at will. 

Reviewing the situation to-day, M. Heriot, 
the Radical-Socialist leader, pleads strongly 
that the only way out is an Inter-Allied Con- 
ference at once.

A REMARKABLE CASE. 


The inquest on the body of Elizabeth 
Loughran, of Mullenbeg, Carrickmore, County 
Tyrone, which was adjourned for analysis oí 
her stomach, was resumed by Mr. Leitch, 
Coroner for the district, at Carrickmore Police 
Barrack on Wednesday evening. ~~ 

The analyst's report stated that there were 
traces of strychnine in the organs. .25 grains 
would be a fatal dose, and .28 grains were 
found in the organs. That quantity would be 
sufficient to cause death. 

The Coroner said that there was no evidence 
that the poison had been self-administered, 
and, on the other hand, it was not to be 
assumed that the poison had been administered 
by any other person. The woman, when 
interviewed by the police before her death, 
said that she opened the paper of poison and 
it blew into her mouth, and she added that 
her son did not give it to her. In reply to 
further questions, she had stated that her son 
might put the poison in an egg down in the 

arden. Her statement led to the conclusion 

that her mind was wandering. He recom- 
mended the jury to bring jn an open verdict. 
. The jury found that Elizabeth Loughran 
died from strychnige poisoning, and that there 
was no evidence to show how the poison had 
been administered. .

For the present, 
however, the delegates are remaining in Lon- 
don, and it is at least satisfactory to know 
on the authority of some of those who at- 
tended the Conference that the utmost good- 
will prevailed on all sides, even when it was 
realised that there was no chance of arriving 
at an agreement. 

The breakdown of the Conference, though 
regretted, will cause little surprise in politi- 
cal circles; for it was really only a forlorn 
hope that anything definite would be done 
when the Conference met again. When the 
Conference originally separated at the begin- 
ning of February it was arranged that a 
further meeting should be held in a month, 
so that it was assumed that at least a 
complete deadlock had not been reached. But 
during the weeks that followed it became very 
doubtful: whether the Conference would again 
assemble, in view of the fact that both the 
Irish Free State and Ulster signified to the 
Home Government that there was little pros- 
pect of any agreoment being arrived at 
through that channel. 

By the end of March the Cabinet were 
considering whether the time had come when 
they should appoint a British representative 
to preside over the Irish Boundary Commis- 
sion, but before taking a definite decision it 
was agreed to make one further effort, and 
yesterday's Conference was the result. The 
suggestion was then made that if the Cabinet 
decided to appoint a chairman, they should 
invite a statesman from one of the Dominions 
who had had no active association with the 
Irish question to preside, but the point has 
not yet been definitely settled. 


UNITED STATES SOLDIERS’ 
BONUS BILL. 


R- 
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SUM TO BE ADDED TO 
NATIONAL DEBT, 


The Times Washington Correspondent 
states in a message :—The Senate on Wednes- 
day afternoon passed the Soldiers’ Bonus 
Bill, providing for paid-up insurance for the 
veterans of the world war, and adding a sum, 
computed as between $2,000,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 ,000 (from £400 ,000 .000 to 
£800,000,000), to the National Debt. The 
measure now goes to confcrence, but the two 
Houses are so completely in accord as to its 
main provisions that it will probably be sent 
to the White House in a few days. It is 
expected everywhere that the President will 
veto it, but the vote by which the bill passed 
the Senate and the House was heavy enough 
to promise that it wili be approved again by 
the necessary two-thirds. Even then, how- 
ever, the bonus question ‘will not be settled.

THE MONTESSORI 
SYSTEM.

The Montessori system of education was dis- 
cussed at yesterday morning's session of the 
Irish National Teachers’ Congress at the 
Mansion House, Dublin. 

Mrs, E. Gibbon, of the Montessori School, 
Waterford, and representative of the system 
in Ireland, opened the proceedings with a lec- 
ture on the subject. There is, she said, only 
one problem in Ireland to-day, the problem 
of getting on a constructive basis. There is 
in the country lots of wealth, but no con- 
structive power. That was what the Mon- 
tessori system of education endeavoured to 
give. It starts as a constructive basis, giv- 
ing the child everything to be used by itself 
and constructed by itself. Montessori, how- 
ever, was ily one of the phases of the new 
education which aims at furthering the indi- 
vidual child in direct contact with the elemen- 
tary art or science proposed to be taught. Its 
foundation is constructive knowledge. The 
child learns not by description, but by per- 
sonal experience. It gets into its mind from 
three to six. years old a consciousness’. of 
form, the realities of numbers. Within those 
years were laid not only the foundations of 
knowledge, but the foundations of technique. 
Madame Montessori applied the fact that 
children under seven take no notice bí what 
is told them in the abstract, but they work 
like bricks on the concrete. The system gave 
them their knowledge as the apprentice 
learns from the carpenter—by touch, by sight 
and through the co-ordination of all the 
facuities. Their problems become concrete 
problems on which they can readily concen- 
trate, and so learn. 

She dealt at some length with the develop- 
ment of this scientific method of teaching 
infants in other parts of the world. In Aus- 
tralia for several years the whole primary 
school system was based on Montessori. Since 
the war starving Vienna had built the finest 
and best-equipped Montessori school in 
Europe. ' We are so poor, ' said the Vien 
nese, “that we must have education.” Iw 
years ago the system was established as t 
basis of education in. Italy, and last year i 
Holland. After close study of the wo 
systems, the whole primary system of teach 
ing in New York was made Montessori, 

THE WATERFORD SCHOOL. * 

The school in Waterford had done wonders 
in the four years of its existence. They 
hoped to be in a position next September to 
take in a few students for periods of a month 
or two for training in the use of apparatus. 
In other ways Ireland was not behind in the 
matter of Montessori. They had inaugurated 
it in Belfast in 1922, and both the professors 
of education in Trinity College, Dublin, had 
written books on the system, recognised as 
the best in Europe. Pioneer work has to be 
done. In science the country would find 
unity. In Waterford all classes and crééds 
came to their school, in respect of which there 
was in the city a perfectly sympathetic and 
united attitude. 

Miss K. Nettle, of the Waterford School, 
followed with a demonstration of the appa- 
ratus by which very young children, are led 
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along the wav of knowledge.

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HERR HELFFERICH’'S 
CAREER, 
a 
HIS FATAL POLICY OF FINANCE. 


In an article dealing with the career of 
Karl Theodor Helfferich, the former German 
Finance Minister. who was killed in a train 
accident, The Times Berlin Correspondent 
states:—When the war came, it 
evident that the financial administration of the 
Reich, hide-bound in bureaucratic tradition, 
was unequal to the problem of meeting and 
controlling the vast increase of expenditure 
Helfferich was called into the Government as 
Secretary of the Treasury, with control of 
the Loan Department, and under him the first 
three German war loans, totalling 
32,000,000,000 gold marks (£1,600,000,000), 
were floated and placed. With these efforts 
began the inflation of the German currency. 

Helfferich followed a fatal policy of 
financing the war by borrowing. as opposed 
to that adopted by Great Britain, of raising 
as much as possible by taxation” He never 
doubted, however, at that period that Cer- 
many would win the war, and in one of his 
Budget speeches he made the oft-quoted re- 
mark that after the war Germany would be 
surrounded by a chain of States paying 
tribute. 


GOOD FAITH WITH IRELAND. 


In a leading article, the Westminster 
Gazette says :—The Government will now be 
compelled to come to a decision which must 
test its statesmanship to the full. From the 
Free State point of view the matter is one for 
the British Government. The Irish have 
carried out their part of the Treaty, and it is 
for us to carry out ours. This involves the 
setting up of a Boundary Commission, to de- 
termine the wishes of the inhabitants as to 
the drawing of the frontier. The Free State 
appointed their representative last autumn, 
and requested us to do the same. The time 
has come when we must take action. If there 
were any chance of settlement by consent 
further delav might he reasonable. It is un- 
fortunately fhe fact that the Belfast Govern- 
ment is intransigent, and no other course 
remains open to the Government than to 
inform Sir James Craig of its intention to 
appoint its delegate and to call upon the 
Belfast Government to do the same. In no 
other way can we keep faith with Ireland 
than by insisting that the Boundary Com- 
mission shall carry out its work and by acting 
upon its findings. 
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LABOUR GOVERNMENT'S 
i ASSURANCE. 

A Special Correspondent, writing in the 
Westminster Gazette on the breakdown of the 
Irish Conference, says:—The Labour Govern 
ment has made it quite clear that if the 
Conference should fail, it would simply take 
steps to set up the Boundary Commission. 
The Belfast Government has declared openly 
that it will take no part in the Commission, 
and, consequently, the Commission can only 
be set up after special legislation. I under- 
stand that the Labour Government has given 
assurance that it will pass this special legisla- 
tion without delay.

There was no force in the objection 
to mechanical apparatus for training the 
mind. On the contrary, the use of apparatus 
trains the mind in the best possible way, be- 
cause the doing of things causes mental con- 
centration. 

Another great advantage of the Montessor! 
system was its elimination of distraction 
from the proble: in hand. The children are 
put to do things that in themselves attract 
attention, and the work is such that the 
mind naturally shuts off all that may distract 
it from the operation. He did not agree that 
much with the development of the 
could not be done without the provisin! 
much better schools. It was periectiy 
possible to introduce the equipment into use 
in many of the existing schools. It would be 
very foolish to wait until all the schools in 
Ireland were properly fitted for the teaching 
of Montessori. One immediate advantage to 
be gained would be the removal of the 
necessity for so many standards as at pre 
sent.

BENEFITS OF PROTECTION. 

The purchasing power of a people who have 
mingled manufactures with agriculture is ten- 
fold that of a purely agricultural community ; 
they purchase off each other. Instead of three 
millions this cou try could support a popula- 
tion of twenty millions under a proper system 
of protection. The farmer could sell his pro- 
duce at home: his sons and daughters, for 
whom there is now no prospect but the 
emigrant ship, would find employment in the 
home factories. Protection for home industry 
has been adopted by every country in Europe, 
by all England's Colonies, by America, North 
and South. Under it they al! have grown to 

ower and comfort. Why is it wrong for 
freland? Some economists say there is no 
analogy between Ireland and either of those 
countries; others assert that Ireland would be 
degraded if she became industrialised; others, 
again, say it would increase the cost of Jiving. 
In fact, any red herring, any appeal to selfish- 
ness and mock purity seems good enough for 
the advocates of a free trade system now dis- 
credited and discarded by the civilised world. 

By a properly imposed system of tariffs on 
manufactured goods the duties on tea, sugar 
and cocoa could be wiped out; the Irish 
breakfast table would cost considerably less.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 
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AN INTERNATIONAL SOCIETY 
FOR DOCTORS. 


It has been decided, states Reuter’s Agency, 
to establish an International Society open to 
all medical officers of health who are taking 
part m the various interchanges organised by 
the League of Nations. A Provisional Com- 
mittee, composed of doctors from Great 
Britain, Russia, France, Germany. Poland, 
Italy, and Ecuador, has been selected to draw 
up the constitution of the new society. 

The society will have its headqnarters at 
Geneva, and the 240 public health officers. 
representative of forty-three countries, whé 
have already taken part in the League inter- 
changes, will be invited to become original 
members. Many of these doctors have not 
hitherto been interested in the work of the 
League of Nations, but their society will have 
as its principal object the development of the 
League’s health organisation, since public 
health work can only be really effective if 
carried out on an international basis. 

The members of the new society will also 
exchange information on preventive medicine 
and all matters of public health.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE 
EXPLAINS. 
———— 


Speaking at Llandudno yesterday, Mr. 
Lloyd George said that it was too often 
assumed that the Liberal Party Was a very 
bad third at the general election. The number 
of votes cast for the Liberal Party, however, 
especially taking uncontested seats into ac- 
count, showed that the Liberal vote was about 
equal to the vote cast for Labour. 

He had been asked, ' How came you to 
put the Labour Party in power!” The 
Liberals’ choice was a very difficult one, 
They had to choose between a die-hard 
Government, which was committed to destroy- 
ing the fiscal system upon which the 
prosperity of the country had been built for 
seventy or eighty years, and a Socialist 
Government, which was committed to destroy- 
ing the economic system which was the basis 
of the whole of the country’s industry. 

They first of all looked at the reeord of the 
last Government, and they thought that it 
was unutterably bad. It had lowered the 
prestige of Great Britain until it was reduced 
to a depth it had never reachéd since the 
eighteenth century. Even the Turks treated 
Britain with disdain, 


AN EYE ON BOTH, 


He claimed that the choice which the 
Liberal Party made was the only choice 
offered them, and that they did the best 
under the circumstances. ‘‘ We are going to 
keep an eye on both,” he said. ‘‘ They both 
promised that if we gave them office they 
would give the go-by to their principles.”’ 

In a speech this week Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
said that the Labour Government was going to 
remain in office for three or four years, not 
to carry out Conservative ideas or Liberal 
ideas, but Labour ideas, 

“Ah, well,” said Mr. Lloyd George, “ he 
must know that is humbug. If by Labour 
ideas he means the ideas of the Labour Party 
—that is not quite the same thing as Labour 
ideas—it has been made quite clear from time 
to time what they are. They are to over- 
throw the whole. of the existing system of 
private enterprise and substitute for it 
national enterprise; overthrow the whole 
system of-private property and substitute for 
it a system of communal property. Does he 
really mean to say that he is going to carry 
that out in the next two or three years? If 
he does not, what does he mean by saying 
that he is going to carry out Labour ideas? 


} “ He says that he does not like a Coalition. 


He will not have it; it is dishonest to have a 
Coalition. Would he mind explaining, if he 
does not like a Coalition, what Lord Chelms- 
ford is doing in his Cabinet, and Lord Par- 
meor and Lord Haldane? They are not 
Socalists. Two of them are Conservatives, 
and Lord Haldane has never ceased to declare 
that he is a Liberal. If that is not a 
Coalition, what is‘ it?” 


“ A MORAL GESTURE.” 

“ He says that it is dishonest for two men 
to come together and say: ‘ Your principles 
and mine are not identical, but we are quite 
willing to do our best to reconcile and to 
accommodate our differences during a period 
of temporary emergency for the benefit of 
the nation.’ He ee Ab that that is dis- 
honest. But if one of them were to say: 
‘ Put me in office and keep me there for two 
or three years. I will abandon all my prin- 
ciples; I will adopt and work yours as hard 
as I can, although I know they are vicious, 
although I know they are rotten, although | 
know I am perpetuating something which is 
doing harm, that is honest.’ That is what 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald would call a moral 
gesture. Evidently honesty is a very elusive 
virtue. 

“The Liberals in this Parliament, and for 
some time to come, are placed between two 
extreme Parties. -It is a difficult thing to 
fight on two fronts, but we have got to do it. 
They are both anxious to get rid of Liberalism, 
and equally anxious. It ig an advantage to 
the Conservatives to say: ‘ If you do not vote 
for me there is nothing left. but Communism,’ 
and it is an advantage to the Communist and 


Socialist to say: ‘If you do not vets for me 
there is nothing left but reactionary Con- 
servatism.’ So they want to have Liberalism 
out of the way, because as long as Liberalism 
is there neither of them can say that."’ 

Mr. Baldwin, he continued, said the other 
day that Liberalism weakened the resistance 
to extreme Socialism. If that were true the 
extreme Socialist would be very glad to have 
Liberalism there. He was not. There was 
nothing the extreme Socialist hated more than 
the Liberal Party, because he knew that his 
path would be easier if he gop the Liberal 
Party out of the way. If it had not been for 
the Liberal Party there would have been 
revolution in England long ago. 
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A POLICY OF ‘‘ HUSH.”’’ 


GENERAL SMUTS ON LABOUR. 
NATIONALIST PACT. 


PRETORIA, Thursday. 

General Smuts, in a speech here to-day, de- 
clared that the Labour-Nationalist combination 
had no policy, and was afraid to enunciate a 
policy. If the pact won the country would be 
led blindfold, and all the work of Botha and 
of those who followed him would be as nought, 
The fact, said he, is that these people dare 
not say anything. The two wings of the pact 
alliance are in such conflict with each other 
that. whoever comes out frankly and honestly 
with what he thinks has trodden on the corns 
of the other section, The result is a policy of 
hush. They dare not state their honest 
opinions. So it is a policy of hush which is 
leading them to victory. I shall be very much 
surprised if the people swallow the pact, with 
its policy of hush. 

General Smuts urged, in conclusion, that 
the Government which had steered the country 
during the past three difficult years was the 
Government to develop the country in the 
good times ahead.—(Reuter.)

He hoped that it 
would deal fairly, honestly and truthfully, 
and last, but not least, politelv, always giving 
fair consideration to the point of view o 
others.—(Reuter.)

At the Lifford Equity Sessions Judge Cooke 
heard an equity suit by John Doherty against 
his wife, Catherine Doherty, to have it 
declared they were joint tenants of the farm 
that the defendant now occupied at Cruck, 
Glengannon, Carndonagh.

Mr. Dillon, solicitor (Scallan and Co.), gave 
details of the present position of Mr. Tucker’ 5 
action. 

Resolutions were passed confirming the ap- 
pointment of the Irish Committee to protect 
the interests of the Irish debenture holders 
and co-operating with a similar Committee 
assisting Mr. Tucker in England, pledging 
the moral and financial support of the Irish 
debenture holders to Mr Tucker, and 
authorising the creation of a special fund, to 
be administered by the Committee in further- 
ing the interest of the Irish debenture holders. 

A guarantee fund was authorised, made up 
of contributions at the rate of one pound per 
cent. on the holding of each individual, and 
the forms of guarantee were very extensively 
signed by those who attended the meeting. 

The Committee propose to open an account 
in the Bank of Ireland, te which all moneys 
received shall be lodged, and debenture 
holders who were not present at the meeting 
can, if they so desire. remit their contribu- 
tions to the head oftice‘of the Bank of Ireland 
in Dublin for the account of the ‘‘ Workman- 
Clark Irish Debenture Holders’ Committee.” 

Amongst those who spoke at the meeting 
in support of the resolutions were—Mr. Berry, 
a member of the English Committee, who 
crossed to Dublin specially to. attend the 
meeting; Mr. Richard Bull, Mrs. Maud 
Walsh, Mr. George N. Jacob, Mr. John H.
